LONDON, April 28—England is excited 


today at the news from the Transvaal 
which is that Paul Krueger's government 
has sentenced to deatb the four leaders of 
the reform committee of Johannesburg 
who invited the Dr. Jameson raid. 
Seldom has public feeling in London been 
so stirred by the receipt of any news. 


Secretary of State for the Colonies, 


Joseph 
Chamberlain, announced the 


death sentence in the House of Commons 
today. 
The four leaders of the reform 


committee of Johannesburg are J. H. 
Hammond^ an American citizen, Francis 
E bodes, George Farrar and 
Lionel 


Phillips. All but the first are Englishmen. 


Secretary Chamberlain added that on 


the receipt of the news he had cabled the 
governor of Cape Colony to communicate 
the following to President Krneger: "The 
English government has just learned of 
the sentence of death passed upon the four 
leaders of the reform committee. I can 
feel no doubt tbat your honor will com- 
mute the sentence. I have assured Parlia- 
ment of the government's conviction that 
this is your honor's intentions.'' 


John Kays Hammond, one of the mem- 


bers of the reform committee condemned 
to death is an American mining engineer, 
whose home is in California. 


The news of the sentencing of the four 


men at Johannesburg has produced a 
great sensation in London, especially on 
fie streets where extra editions of the 
evening papers are displaying sensational 
placards and extras are being sold like hot 
cakes. 


The sentence caused little surprise in 


well informed circles. It has been long 
understood that a severe sentence was to 
be passed in order that the clemency 
President Krueger would certainly exer- 
cise should appear greater. 


WASHINGTON, April, 28.—Senators Per- 


kins and White of California were very 
much surprised when shown the Asso- 
ciated Press cable announcing that Ham- 
mond was sentenced to death. It was 
their impression that when the plea of 
guilty was inado an understanding had 
been [reached which did not mean a 
death 
pentalty. 
Senator 
Perkins 


expressed his belief that the law required 
such a sentence but that the government 
would commute it. 
The California sena- 


tors probably will ask through the state 
department that clemency be shown Ham- 
mond, although Senator White says in the 
face of the plea of guilty of high treason, 
be is not sure that this government could 
make a very strong representation.

CONQUERED. 


The Roentgeu Ray Kills the Germs 


of this Dread 


Disea?e.

versity of Missouri announces after exten- 
sive experiments that diphtheria germs 
have been killed by the Roentgen ray, 
This is particularly gratifying to Professors 
Pratt and Wiprhtraan of the Chicago Uni- 
versity who were the first to announce 
positively that new light would kill di- 
sease germs in the human body, and 
whose statement was received 
with 


doubt by eastern scientists and with much 
skepticism in Chicago. 


The report of the work at the Univer- 


sity of Missouri says that the Roentgen 
ray will cure diptheria by killing the bac- 
illus which causes it. Experiments have 
been carried on for some time in the elec 
trical laboratory to test the effect of fa- 
mous rays upon the bacillus of diphthe- 
ria. Prof. Hickman of the bacteriologi- 
cal department secured germs and sub- 
jected them to the influence of the rays 
for two hours. 


Tbe experiment demonstrated that the 


germs could be killed by the rays, the 
microscope showing that the baccilli had 
almost entirely disappeared. 
The ar- 


rangement of this apparatus is different 
from the ordinary method. 
Further ex- 


periments will be made immediately. -If 
the results continue to be successful the 
cure of diphtheria by the application of 
the rays to an afflicted throat will become 
a part of medical practice.

Dynamite Explosion Under

The explosion was in the basement 


under the city offices. One man in Wey- 
ler's office wan wounded. 


Only the immense strength of the build- 


ing saved it from complete destruction. 


The greatest excitement prevails. The 


insurgents are accused of the plot, and 
ever one seems panic-stricken.

DOWNTO THE BOTTOM 


Old Dominion Line Steamer 


Collides with a United States 


Cruis'er Today, 


WARSHIP IS BADLY INJURED 


KO LOSS OF LIFE BUT CARGO 


AXD BAGGAGE VO DOWN, 


AND THE COLOMBIA 


IS STOVE. 


, [Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 
NORFOLK, Va., April 28.—One vessel at 


the bottom of the sea and a United States 
warship badly damaged is the remit of a 
collision at sea near here early this 
morning. 


It was about 3 a. nt when the Old 


Dominion line steamer Wyanoke, bound 
from Richmond to New York, in charge 
of Capltain Jenny, collided with the 
United States cruiser Columbia, which 
lay at anchor off Newport News, 


The Wyanoke, which is a side-wheel 


steamer of 2068 tons register, was making 
for Newport News pier when she struck 
the prow of the Columbia. 
The latter 


lay close to the pier and could not be seen 
on account of the brilliancy of the elec- 
tric lights on the pier. The Wyanoke 
had a large hole cut in her starboard side 
and sank in sixty feet of water within 
half an hour. This lee-way of time pre- 
vented an awful loss of life as all the pa • 
sengtrj and crew were taved, but the' 
baggage was a total loss and probably 
the cargo also. Two firemen were badly 
scalded but no fear of their injuries being 
fatal is reported. 


It is believed there can be little doubt 


that the blame must rest on the officers of 
the Wyanoke, unless it can be shown that 
the Columbia anchored in a dangerous 
position and failed to exhibit lights indi- 
cating that she was at anchor. 


The Columbia undoubtedly was very 


lucky in her escape. She is a triple-screw 
cruiser, 7375 ton burden, and next to the 
Minneapolis is the fleetest cruiser in the 
world, and, as it was necessary to con- 
struct her hull very lightly in order to ac- 
commodate her tremendous machinery of 
18,000 horse power, her frames and skin 
are not as heavy as the usual vessels of 
her tonnage. 


The officials in navy department at 


Washington are much discouraged this 
morning by the report that tbe United 
States Columbia had been in collision near 
Norfolk. Efforts were made to secure 
news through official sources, but it was 
sometime before a telegraphic 
report 


came from Admiral Bunce Commanding 
the North Atlantic squadron. 


The telegram was sent from Fort Mon- 


roe the nearest telegraph station to the 
admiral's flagstaff, New York. • It reads: 
"Captain S,ands reports the old Dominion 
steamer Wyanoke last night fouled the 
Columbia, anchored at Newport News, 
and then sunk under her fore/oot. Passen- 
gers were all saved. Several of the crew 
were injured and are being attended by 
the Columbia's surgeons. The damage to 
the Columbia is a hole two feet in diame- 
ter portside ten feet above the water line, 
a heavy indentation on the starboard aide 
opposite the hole, opening seams of sir 
feet. I shall send her to the Norfolk Navy 
yard." 


The cruiser's injuries are serious enough 


from this telcgragh's report. That no 
lives were lost is the only fortunate thing 
in this collision, seemingly so needless and 
attended by such loss of property.

Tbe regular meeting of the board of 


public work was held Monday afternoon 
and (he final review of the schedule of 
expenses which will be asked for this 
year was made. 
Mayor Houghtou was 


present at the meeting and went over the 
list together with the members. 


The matter of a site for the new school 


building which is to be erected at Bray- 
tonvillewas discussed. Their advice in 
this important question had been asked 
by the members of the school board. 


A representative of the Kelly Steam 


Roller company of Cleveland, O., was 
present for a time and pointed out the 
merits of the machine made by his com- 
pany. Should the council vote to instruct 
the board to procure a roller the matter 
will not suffer delay, ai the members have 
obtained estimates of the cost of a roller 
and received calls from various concerns 
in anticipation of the granting of their re- 
quest for its purchase. 


Scbool Board, 


The school board held two meetings 


Monday, the afternoon meeting being 
continued in the evening. The subject 
which engrossed the entire attention of 
the members was that of the purchase of 
the most desirable site for the new school 
to be erected at Braytonville. The mem- 
benrof the retired committee had practi- 
cally settled upon a plot of ground owned 
by Daniel Wells' located but a, short dis- 
tance up the Notch road and a Imost ad- 
oiuing the site of the present school 
building. The land is separated from the 
highway by a brook which is at present 
spanned by a light wooden bridge. 


The members of the committee and the 


members of the board of ; public works 
went over the suggested site Saturday 
afternoon together and agreed to exam- 
ine other land in the neighborhood be- 
fore deciding definitely upon the matter. 
It was found that the cost of grading the 
first site considered would be too great. 
The members of both boards went to 
Braytonville this morning and looked the 
ground over. There are three or four 
pieces of land all in that immediate lo- 
cality which were to receive examination. 


The members of the school board wish 


to be deliberate in the matter and re- 
quested the board of public works to assist 
them in considering the subject. 


The bids for the contract for the new 


building were closed Monday at 3 o'clock. 
31x bids were received and there was not 
much disparity in prices. The bids were 
received from this city, West Troy, N. Y., 
Hoosick Falls, If. Y., Pittsfteld and two 
from Dalton. The members of the build- 
ing committee will make the necessary 
investigations before awarding the con- 
tract and the name of the successful party 
will probably not be announced forseveral 
days.

The license commissioners met for the 


purpose of hearing remonstrances against 
applications for licenses and the Father 
Mathew society took occasion to make a 
final plea for the granting of its petition. 
The society was represented by the com- 
mittee which has the matter in charge. 


The committee called upon the com- 


missioners with the desire of emphasizing 
the importance which the society places 
upon the possible granting of the petition. 
The committee presented the reasons for 
petitioning the commissioners with much 
force and many forcible arguments were 
brought up for consideration.

It is be- 
lieved that his majesty yields only through 
fear; hence some people always advice the 
British ernbassador to bully tho snltnn. 
No greater mistake could ever be commit- 
ted by diplomats. I askod a Turkish gen- 
tleman who is Intimately connected with 
his majesty how it was that French and 
Russian diplomacy succeeded bettor than 
British diplomacy, more especially when 
the English are known to be tho best 
friends of Turkey. Ho assured mo that 
somehow or other the French and thB Rus- 
sian ambassadors mauage to become pri- 
vate friends of his majesty. 
The sultan 


hates official pressure of whatever kind. 
The French and the Russians get many 
things done in tha name of friendship 
muia fchan'in the name ot their govern- 
ments. His majesty Is an extremely kind 
hoarted man, and when an appeal Is made 
to his friendship, or to his generosity, ho 
cannot resist it, 


On the other hand, he Is a very sensitive 


monarch, and he resents any encroach- 
ments upon his dignity as an independanti 
sovereign. 
I wish Englishmen would 


tako a little moro pains than (hey do to 
learn oriental nature. The sooner tho pol- 
icy of bullyiug oriental monarchs is abul- 
ishodthe hotter it will be for this country.

them from such an appeal. Their com- 
mercial policy is not calculated to enlist 
the goad will of the commercial classes iu 
Europe. They have sealed up that natural 
avenue of western commerce with Asia by 
the Block «ea and the valley of the Kur. 
In this manner they have themselves af- 
forded the strongest and most realistic ar- 
guments to those who still see in the Rus- 
sian empire a menace to all that Europe 
holds clear, and who quote the prophecy of 
the first Napoleon that Europe would 
again be overrun and her institutions over- 
turned by tho barbarians of tho north.—-

Hammond 


pleaded guilty of treason, while Sauer 
and Simpson pleaded guilty of lese 
majeste. J. S. Curtis, an American 
engineer, who was also among the 
members of the committee who were 
arrested, is the only one of the defend- 
ants who has not pleaded to the charges. 
He is at liberty on bail. 
Counsel 


for the defense read a statement to the 
court signed by Hammond, Phillips, 
Farrar and Col. Rhodes admitting that 
they asked Dr. Jameson to go to 
Johannesburg, but deploring his mis- 
take in entering the Transvaal and 
marching on Jahnnesburg when there 
was no urgent need for his presence 
They maintained that their action 
throughout was not hostile to the 
government. Judgment will be ren- 
dered to-day. The trial of Curtis was, 
postponed until the nest session of 
the court. 


Not Hostile to the Republic. 


The statement read by the counsel 


for the defence also enumerated the 
grievances of the Uitlanders, and elab- 
orated reasons to prove that the ac- 
tions of the committee were not hostile 
to the republic. Regarding Dr. Jame- 
son's raid, the statement declared that 
when the committee learned certain 
facts it sent on Dec. 27 two messengers, 
Major Heany by rail and Capt. Pol- 
den across country, to forbid Dr. Jame- 
son to move.

Hii 
expulsion from Bitlis was, no doubt, 
part of a prearranged plan to drive all 
the missionaries out of the country. 
which icsulted in such an emphatic 
protest from Mr. Riddle and the Brit- 
ish ambassador that the plan was 
abandoned.

TAX RIOTS IN SICILY 


The Disturbance at Paterno Mora 


Serious Than First Reported. 


PROPERTY BURNED AND DESTROYED 


Troops Stoned by the Hobs and Several 


Soldiers Injured—Effort To Open tue> 


Prison and Release the Inmates, 


Reforms Are Promised. 


Palermo, April 28.—Reports from 


Paterno, the scene of yesterday's tax 
ricTts, indicate that the disturbances 
were far more serious than first re- 
ported. The populace, which consists 
chiefly of the .lower classes, became 
incensed against the Imposition of the 
communal taxes and made a demon- 
stration that at one time threatened to 
become very serious. The mob at- 
tacked the house of the syndic, or 
mayor, and smashed the windows and 
destroyed a number of street lamps. 
They then set flre to the office of the 
control, where the tax on provisions, 
etc., entering the city is collected, 
and to a number of sentry boxes and 
they were destroyed. The mob was in 
a most dangerous humor, and the gen- 
darmes were powerless to quell the dis- 
turbances. The military were called 
out, 
but the rioters stoned the troops, 


severely 
wounding an officer and 


three soldiers. An attempt was made 
to open the 
prison 
and 
release 


the convicts, but this was fortunately 
prevented by the troops. The situa- 
tion was becoming extremely critical 
when the prefect of Catania arrived on 
the scene, He finally, after several 
fruitless attempts, got the crowd to 
listen to him. He promised that some 
of the more burdensome of the griev- 
ances of the people would be redressed 
and by his conciliatory attitude ulti- 
mately calmed the passions of the mob, 
which then dispersed. The maladmin- 
istration of Sicily has been a crying 
evil for many years and has led to 
several severe riots.

WORK OF CONGRESS. 


Naval Appropriation BUI in the Senate— 


Pension Bill In the House. 


Washington, April 28.—The senate 


this afternoon will act upon the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Chandler to the 
naval appropriation bill prohibiting 
officers of the navy or of tho marine 
corps on the retired list from taking 
employment in the service of persons 
or companies supplying material to the 
government. 
This amendment was 


supported by every member of the 
naval committee taking part in the 
debate. The bill appropriates about 
832,000,000. The appropriation for "re- 
serve guns for auxiliary cruisers" was 
increased from $353,000 to 8400,000. 


House of Representatives. 


A vote will be taken in the house to- 


day upon the general pension bill, de- 
bate upon which was concluded yester- 
day after three days. As amended, the 
bill provides for a liberal construction 
of the law by the pension bureau in the 
interest of claimants. Senate amend- 
ments to the sundry civil bill were disa- 
greed to and a conference was ordered. 


FRENCH CABINET PROBLEM. 


M. Kellne Asks for Time To Consider the 


Blatter of Forming a Ministry. 


Paris, April 28.—M. Meline, who 


was asked yesterday by President 
Faure to form a cabinet, replied that 
he desired a little time to consider the 
matter, and that lie would give him a 
definite answer to-day. M. Meline is a 
republican. 
He is a strong advocate 


of protection, his efforts in that direc- 
tion having caused him to be called 
"the French McKinley." In the event 
of his declining it is believed that M. 
Dupuy or M. Freycinct will be intrust- 
ed with the task. The radicals and 
socialists protest against M. Meline's 
being at the head of a ministry, and 
demand a Goblet cabinet.
